Wheat Growing.
To lite Editor of Hie Alexandria Gazette:
We have prepared the followitu

statement of wheat "rowing that those
who think the farmer is making all the
m >ney may see at a glance where his
profits go, and who are getting them
We have figured on ten acres with a

product of twenty bushel an acre :

A pittance of eleven dollars to the
f irmer for his year's venture in wheat
growing.
The commission merchant who buys

the wheat direct from the farmer sells
it to the miller at an advauce of >>

cents, making j6 by the transaction.
The miller grinds it and makes 44 bar¬
rels of straight grade strong baker's
family Hour at $l.i> per barrel, or $187,
for the whole lot. From the wheat of
each barrel are made fifty pounds of
middlings and bran at 1J cents a pound
or 75 cents to each barrel, or $53 on the
whole, which added to $1S7 equalu
$220 which is $!>4 more than prime cost
less §10 for barrels, or ?S4.
The baker out of each barrel of l(.)o

pounds, bakes 240 pounds of bread or a

total of 10,560 loaves, for which he gets
of the grocer, at 4 cents a loaf, a total of
$402.40. or $182.40 advance on the price
paid to the miller for his Hour, and the
total of his receipts is $2S2.4l) more
than the farmer received for his wheat.
If the flour is made into crackers, each
b.rrcl will make 212 pounds or a total
of 9,328 pounds, which at 8 cents per
pound wholesale to I he grocer is $745.24,
and at 10 cents by the grocer to the
consumer is $932.80, or SS12.N0 more

than the amount paid to the farmer.
It is clear lroni the foregoing state¬

ments, by no in a s exageratcd, that
the farmer is not receiving the pay he
ou^lit to have for wheat growing. After
all his expenditure of toil and money
and bis long waiting, the commission
merchant, the miller, the baker and the
grocer get his entire crop, and his own
scanty pittance is the chaff and straw.
He sells his wheat in the grain at a lit¬
tle over a cent and a quarter a pound
and buys it back from the grocer in the
shape of crackers at ten cents a pound.
Hut it seems to be the farmer's misfor¬
tune to be fleeced and gouged in all his
efforts to feed the millions. Every
body hits him a whack, thinking that
nature is continually pouring in
to his hands supplies without stint
and that he ought to disgorge to those
who are lest- favored. It is not only
the middle man, the miller, the baker,
the grocer, the fertilizer peddler and
the tree and seed swindler who are lay¬
ing him under tribute,but the assessor.
as if his grievances were not already
severe euoiioh in order to provide rev¬
enues to carry out the provisions of un¬
wise enactment of misrepresenting leg¬
islators, and to maintain innumerable
official sinecures.taxes the portion of
his farm for which he has paid, and the
parts for which he is still in debt.taxes
his stock, his working implements and
the furniture of his house; nothing in¬
deed is left untithed, and the collector
follows fast in his steps and collects the
oppressive levies without let or hind-
ance.
